ny fitter Patrons then your ſelues:not many in your profeſſion bet- 
ter {chollers,nor any that berterloueſchollers then your ſelues:and 
you areſomeof thoſe fewe inthis wicked age, who willingly 
yeeld all dipziities and dite reuerence to ſuch Miniſters as you ſee 
willingly todiſcharge the duties of good Miniſters. . Well would 
it bee with the Miniſterie of England , (andthe berter with ir, 
the better with England) if all as greatas you , wereas good 
friendes to it as you, And if the Papiſts except, and ſay 
how can this bee, forthat you haue beene perſecutors of their 
Prieſts? Let meanſwere once for you, who often anſwer for many 
diſtreſſed men : they perſecute you with ſlander, thar ſay you per- 
ſecuted them, (but b contentto beare yourpartin Popiſh ſlan- 
ders, with ourPrince and ſtate, our Countellors and Cleargy, our 
Parliaments and Lawes, for none of the(e haue eſcaped thele vis 
perous tongues ( for though you haue executed che Lvves vpon 
ſome of them in your ſcuerall places, yer not with ſharpeneſſe not 
ſeueritie, bur wes mercifull juſtice, and that alſo not as they were 
Prieſts, but Plotters,Pratiſers, ſubuerters, & ſeducers: and as th 
were Prieſts; you ſought their reformarion,not theirruine. And if 
they , who can hardly diſcharge themſclues from being Prieſts of 
Baal,haue had bur luſrice, and that alſo tempered with Mercie, it 
{hewes how good regard you haue,and how much you eſteeme 
all good and faithfull Miniſters, which are Gods I nterpreters.[ri a 
word,if all our Miniſters were ſuch as this Treatiſe deſcribeth, or 
came butas neere itas the Author hereof did, and if all ourgreat 
ones did vie and eſteeme good Miniſters as you doe, wee ſhould 
then ſoone pul the Miniſterie from vnderthat foore of contempr, 
with which this prophane age doth daily tread vppon ir. T he 
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Church of Rome, who are farre wiſer in their kinde then the chil- 
dren of light, haue taken other and ſtrange courſes ro magnifiethe 
Cleargie. They teach, that the tate Ecclefiafticall, is ſo farremore 
excellent then the Ciuile, as the Sunne is then the Moone,and thar 
notin ſpirituall onely,(forthatwedeny nor)bur in temporall po- 
wer,pompe,aud eſtate: and thar thereforethe chiefe of their Cler. 
gie,is as farre aboucthe mightieſt Emperour,as the Sunne is aboue 
the Moonezand as the moone borroweth her light from the Sun, 
ſo doth the Emperourhis ſtate and power from the Pope. | 

They teach,that the Clergieis a fan ſodiſtin&,and ſo abſolute 
of it ſelte,as ic hath nottodoe wirhthe ciuile ſtare, yea they exempr 
their Clergie,, from being any way ſubie&rothe temporall 'Ma- 
giſtrate. And chongh their crimes, be never ſo many or monſtrous, 
yer the Prince,or ciuile authoririe, hath nothing ro doe to rake no- 
rice thereof, much leſſeto puniſh them : and herevpon great vO- 
lumes are writren, and many Acts and decrees are made in their 
Cannon Lavve, De exemptione Clericorum. They extoll their Clergie 
aboue the temporalitie, allowing the Prieſts both bread and wine 
inthe Sacrament, but leauing the Laitie bread alone. They make 
chem in their maſſe, mediators betwixr Chriſtand God thefather, 


and Creators of their Creator and Redeemer,when and as often as 


themſclues liſt. And finally, they ſend forthe moſt arr, all their 
Clergicimmediatly to heauen without let,whereas all the rempos- 
raltie (except Martyrs) muſt paſſe by purgatorie. Heerearegreat 
buildings, but en a ſandie foundation, goodly (aſtles,bur builtin 
the ayre; if thele deuiſes wereof es would certainly ſtand, 

bur their long rottering, threatens a ſuddaine fall. 
Contrariwile,our church,or rather the corruption of ourchurch, 
by auoiding this Scilla, haue falneinto (Þaribdis, by auoiding one 
extremitie, haue falne into the other, by taking roo much dignitie & 
authoritie from our Miniſterie, and by laying roo much pouertie, 
contempt, and baſcneſſe ypon it. Ir were a worke worth the la- 
bourof the wiſeſt heades , to put downethe true meane berwixt 
both extreames, and worth thelabour of our Noble King, to take 
order that that meane be kepr,withourryſing to the righthand,or 
falling to thelefr. This ſhort Treatiſe may hap togiue ſomelighr 
and directions therein, or atleaſtmay encourage & ſtirre vp their 
hearts, in whoſe hands itis trodoeit: Vnder your worthy names 
would [ haue it ſec the world, notſo much forthatT am bound 
A 3 ' to 
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to you both in many priuate and particular reſpects, (though thar 
be much)as for that I knowe you both to be ot ſo right and refor- 
med aiudgementin this cafe, as you would hauenone Miniſters 
burof luficient gifts, and vnblameablelines, northoſe Minilters 
put to theirpenſions, or vncertaine ſalaries, burro haue certaine 
and ſufficientmaintenanceproportionablero their charge, and be. 
ſeeming the honour of a Chriftian Church : God continue you 
both ſrill inthat minde, and make many more of the ſame with 
you,ſo ſhould wee haue as floriſhing a Church as any.Chriſten- 
domehath ſecne. Goeforwardin thar, and other yourreligious 
reſolutions, it is the true way to honour, both heere and in a better 
world: ſtand firmely for the truth, and boldly againſtthe Popiſh 
enemies thereof, as hitherto you haue done : Religion had neuer 
morecauſetothankeyou, and allthatdoe ſo, then now it hath, 
forher enemies were neuer ſo inſolent ſince they were our ene- 
mies: butif you and others hold on, as in your ſeuerall places you 

haue well begun,and otherstake the like courle,thereis hope their 

inſolencies will beeaſily(iftimely)reprefſed, and them(clues nee- 
reſt the fal,vphen they imaginethey arein the full, The Lord bleſle 
and aſſiſt youin your painfull places , and make you onearth In- 
ſrruments of his glory, to the good of his Church,ſo ſhall you bee 
veſſels of glory in the kingdomeof Heauen. And thus commens- 
ding this little creatiſeto your reading,and my ſelfeto your fauour,
